President Truman could only hit 
the high spots in his message to 
Congress on the stale of the na- 
tion's health. But 
he 
disclosed 
enough inequities in our medical 
setup to indicate that the hearings

, scalth insurance, which arc bound 
to bo long, complicated and con- 
troversial, ought to start soon. 


Whatever one may think of the 


President's proposal, or whatever 
solution one may favor, it cannot 
be denied that some corrections 
are urgently needed. And one field 
that requires expansion, it .seems 
to us, is that of medical research. 


It is remarkable that this coun- 
try has done ns well as' it has 
in that field under existing con- 
ditions. Appropriations of 
public 
-money for medical research have 
v-^ccn pitifully small in comparison 


with the peaclimo grants for re- 
.•.earch in agriculture, for example. 
War stimulated medical research 
by the- Army and Navy, and con- 
siderable progress was made. But 
here again the money spent was 
small as compared with the funds

nautics, weapons 
and ordnance 
and other purely military items.

And it seems likely the rationing 


will end early in 194(i. It will if 
production

The government is not going to 


wait, to end rationing, until there 
are enough tires to meet all de- 
mands. 


New car makers — under rules 


OL the government's civilian prod- 
uction administration —can't build 
stocks of new tires larger than will 
be needed within 15 days. 


Since strikes and bottlenecks cut 


clown new car productio, the auto 
down new car production, the auto 
milkers' need for new tires is less 
cars. 


Eventually, this works in

verse. When new car output picks 
no. they will Hobble up new tires.
